Home  Edition"  as  they  built  a 
home  for  the  young  women  of 
the  Boys  Hope  Girls  Hope 
organization. 

Volunteers  worked  around 
the  clock  in  the  muggy  and  hot 
summertime  weather  to  finish 
constructing  the  house  in  just  10 
days.  When  it  was  completed, 
the  new  home  was  presented  to 


Boys  Hope  Girls  Hope,  a nonprofit 
organization  in  Baltimore  that 
provides  at-risk  children  with  a 
stable  home,  a quality  education, 
and  positive  parenting. 

The  young  men  of  Boys 
Hope  Girls  Hope  who  submitted 
the  winning  nomination  video, 
requesting  a new  house  for  the 
girls  in  the  program,  were 
awarded  full,  four-year 
scholarships  from  Loyola.

fter  undergoing 
massive  changes  during  the  2009- 
2010  school  year,  Loyola  opted  to 
continue  updating  the  landscape 
of  the  Evergreen  campus. 

Donnelly  Science  Center 
was  in  the  process  of  getting  a 
major  facelift  that  began  in  May 
of  2010  and  was  expected  to 
continue  until  August  2011.  This 
15,000-square-foot  expansion  will 
include  new  and  improved  class 
laboratory  spaces,  research 
laboratories,  offices,  a conference 
room  for  the  natural  sciences,  a 
vivarium,  a microscopy  center.

A Red  Mango  appeared  on 
campus,  offering  tasty  frozen 
yogurt  treats.

This  enabled 
students  to  purchase  their 
favorite  Starbucks  beverages 
without  having  to  leave  the 
comfort  of  campus.  This 


full-service  cafe,  in  addition  to 
selling  beverages,  also  has  bakery  j 
items  available  for  sale.  Finally,  j 
after  the  Prime's  all-inclusive  plan  ^ 
was  introduced  last  year,  the 
school  did  away  with  Prime's 
altogether.  In  its  place  stood 
Iggy's  Market,  a convenience 
store  offering  made-to-order  ' 
foods,  grocery  items,  and  day-to- 
day  necessities.

trip  is  a difficult  thing  to 
describe.  The  10  of  us  who  took 
part  in  the  Jamaican  Experience 
2011  spent  three  months 
emotionally  and  spiritually 
preparing  ourselves.  Needless  to 
say,  we  were  still  amazed  and 
inspired  by  the  things  we 
experienced.  We  built  a house 
for  the  members  of  a seven- 
person  household  who  were 
living  in  a one-room  shack  on  the 
side  of  a mountain  in  Jamaica. 
The  gratitude  of  the  owners  of 
the  house  was  so  present  in  their 
faces  that  they  didn't  need  to  use 
words  to  thank  us.  Some  of  the 
other  people  we  met  were  so 
emotionally  uplifting;  we  were 
confused  thinking  about  how 
they  could  be  so  thankful  and 
full  of  faith.  The  resolve  of  the 
people  who  are  so  materially 
poor  inspired  us  to  be  happy 
with  simple  means. 

I still  don't  personally  know 
how  to  describe  the  emotions  1 
felt  or  the  happiness  1 
experieiaced  from  some  of  God's 
most  humble  people.  The 
appreciation  shown  to  me  for  my 
one  week  of  service  will  always 
stay  with  me  and  the  faces  of  the 
owners  of  the  house  are  the 
mental  pictures  I'll  always  carrv 
with  me.

TRAVELING  TO  SAN  DIEGO,  STUDENTS 
GAIN  A NEW  PERSPECTIVE  ON  THE 
IMMIGRATION  DEBATE

this  year  when  we  learned  we 
were  unable  to  travel  to  Mexico 
and  would  be  going  to  San  Diego 
for  the  first  time  in  23  years.  A 
group  of  23  students  and 
administrators  spent  10  days 
over  Christmas  break  immersed 
in  the  U.S.  side  of  immigration 
issues.  In  the  fall  semester, 
Project  San  Diego's  participants 
raised  over  $26,000  to  help  aid 
the  communities  of  Mexicali  and 
San  Diego. 

During  the  trip,  we  worked 
closely  with  Juan  Carlos  "JC" 
Rivas  of  Via  International,  who 
led  us  in  helping  to  build  a barn 
for  Crawford  High  School, 
irrigate  a community  garden, 
assemble  an  aquaponics  farm, 
and  restore  a downtown 
Chicano  Mural.  We  toured  the 
border  with  U.S.  Border  Patrol 
and  learned  that  crossings  are  an 
emigration,  not  immigration, 
issue.  Many  families  struggle  to 
survive  in  Mexico  and  crossings 
are  sometimes  unavoidable.  We 
left  water  along  the  border  in  an 
effort  to  assist  travelers  crossing 
the  harsh  terrain. 


Initially  disheartened  not 
to  be  crossing  the  border,  we 
realized  we  stayed  in  the  U.S. 
for  a reason.  We  interacted  with 
so  many  people,  some  being  70- 
year-old  day  laborers  trying  to 
find  some  way  to  bring  dinner 
to  the  table  every  evening.  We 
played  soccer  with  young  boys 
of  Southwest  Keys  Program,  a 
housing  program  for 
unaccompanied  minors,  and  all 
the  while  we  grew  together  as  a 
23-person  family. 

Now  we  are  working  to 
bring  our  mission  back  to 
Loyola's  Evergreen  campus. 
Senior  Kristan  Jester  wants  the 
community  to  know  that  "it's 
important  to  educate  ourselves 
on  why  people  choose  to  make 
the  perilous  attempt  to  cross  the 
border  in  the  first  place,  rather 
than  making  false  assumptions 
and  generalizing  them  to  all 
immigrants.  Most  of  them  are 
simply  seeking  what  we  all 
desire-opportunities  which  will 
help  us  create  a better  life  for 
ourselves  and  for  our  families." 
Senior  Cadesha  McLean 
concluded  that  "hope  isn't  seen 
a lot  of  the  time,  but  during  this 
trip,  1 saw  hope.  I hope  to  pass  it 
forward  to  others  and  the 
Loyola  community."

ask  me  what  my  favorite  thing 
about  Loyola  is,  1 am  never  quite 
sure  how  to  respond.  But  one  of 
the  first  things  that  always  pops 
into  my  head  is  Loyola's 
dedication  to  the  Jesuit  ideals 
and  a mission  to  love  and  serve 
others.  The  opportunities  to 
serve  communities  in  the  Loyola 
neighborhood,  Baltimore  city, 
the  U.S.,  and  beyond  are  endless 
at  Loyola.  In  the  2010-2011  year 
alone,  Loyola  sponsored  over  40 
programs  that  were  involved 
with  ongoing  service  programs, 
and  over  65  classes  had 
corresponding  service-learning 
opportunities.  As  in  years  past. 


the  Center  for  Community 
Service  and  Justice  also  offered  a 
number  of  immersion  programs 
in  which  students  and  staff 
traveled  sites  to  spend  multiple 
days  in  their  place  of  service, 
such  as  Spring  Break  Outreach, 
Project  Mexico,  Encounter  El 
Salvador,  U.N.l.T.E.,  and  others. 

A service  program  that 
makes  a big  splash  in  Baltimore 
is  Loyola's  chapter  of  Habitat  for 
Humanity.  Loyola's  Habitat  site 
is  in  the  Sandtown  neighborhood 
of  downtown  Baltimore,  and  this 
year,  students  dedicated 
themselves  to  the  completion  of 
this  home  from  September  to 
May.  The  house,  slated  for 
completion  in  May  2011,  will  go 
to  a hard-working  family  who 
has  helped  with  the  construction 


of  the  home.  Nothing  would  be  I 

possible  without  the  massive 
fundraising  that  took  place  and 
the  dedicated  students  who 
made  Habitat  their  priority  every 
Saturday.

the  phrase  spring  break,  people 
do  not  normally  think  of  learning 
about  social  justice  issues  in  a 
different  community  and  serving 
the  people  of  that  community. 
But  because  of  a desire  to  try 
something  new  and  encourage- 
ment from  my  roommate  to 
apply  with  her,  I spent  my  spring 
break  in  Immokalee,  Florida. 

I would  love  to  say  that  my 
group's  presence  in  Immokalee 
really  made  a difference  in  the 
community,  but  I cannot.  We 
hammered  countless  nails, 
organized  clothing,  and  handed 
out  numerous  bags  of  food,  but 
the  impact  of  the  week  was  less 


on  the  community  and  more  on 
us.  Stories  the  people  shared 
about  their  lives  and  the 
community  left  us  feeling  as  if 
we  were  the  ones  being  served 
during  our  short  stay. 

Yes,  I was  able  to  hand  food 
bags  to  a hundred  people,  but 
they  took  time  out  of  their  day  to 
talk  to  us,  an  even  greater 
sacrifice  than  us  skipping  a 
spring  break  beach  trip.  As  some 
of  the  community  members 
waited  for  food,  they  offered  to 
help  us  when  a bridge  broke  and 
all  the  boxes  had  to  be  unloaded 
by  hand,  and  they  carried  the 
boxes  alongside  us. 

The  message  we  were  asked 
to  take  back  was  not  of  the  need 
or  problems  we  faced,  but  of  the 
strength  of  the  community  and 


the  people  within  it.  They  are  not 
broken  and  in  need  of  fixing,  but 
very  much  whole.  It  seems  like 
the  other  Loyola  Spring  Break 
Outreach  groups,  ranging  from 
sites  in  South  Dakota  to  New 
Jersey  to  the  Gulf  Coast,  shared 
similar  experiences.  None  of  us 
will  forget  the  inspiring 
communities  we  had  the 
privilege  to  get  to  know  for  a 
week  over  spring  break.

he  production  that 
would  become  NOW!  That's 
What  I Call  Musical  went 
through  many  stages.  It  began 
simply  because  students  wanted 
more  musicals  than  one  every 
other  year.  I decided  to  lead  the 
charge,  and  I began  to  work  out 
the  details  of  putting  on  a 
student-run  musical.  Eventually, 
the  time  restraints  and  budget 
inspired  me  to  write  my  own 
musical  to  fit  the  needs  of  the 


production.  I banged  out  a script 
in  a few  days,  auditions  were 
held,  and  then  we  were  on  our 
way.  I wanted  to  write  a play 
about  looking  for  the  deeper 
meaning  in  life,  so  the  90s 
seemed  like  an  obvious  subject 
for  the  play.  I wanted  to  keep 
the  plot  simple  and  cliche -high 
school  new  girl  falls  for  popular 
guy,  only  to  discover  she's  in 
love  with  her  nerdy  best  friend- 
because  simple  and  cliche 
defined  the  90s.  The  final 
prociuction  was  a joint  creation 
by  everyone  involved.  The  script 
changed  along  the  way,  and 


each  actor  got  to  experiment 
with  being  the  first  performer  to 
play  his  or  her  role.  The  cast  and 
crew  also  split  technical  duties. 
Actors  were  largely  responsible 
for  their  own  costumes  and 
props.  The  cast  and  crew 
became  a really  close-knit 
ensemble  and  team.  Despite  the 
difficulty  of  putting  on  a 
musical  in  so  little  time,  NOW! 
was  one  of  my  best  experiences 
at  Loyola.  I hope  that  I was  able 
to  set  the  precedent  for  future 
students  to  produce  shows  of 
their  own.

^ ^ or  the  18th 
consecutive  year,  Loyola  honored 
Dr.  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  with 
the  annual  MLK  Convocation. 
Throughout  the  years,  Loyola  has 
hosted  a variety  of  speakers  to 
share  their  thoughts  on  King's 
legacy  and  to  celebrate  his  work. 
This  year,  on  January  20,  the 
keynote  speaker  was  historian 
Nell  Irvin  Painter,  author  of  the 
2010  book  The  History  of  White 
People. 

Painter  led  an  enlightening 
talk,  in  which  she  discussed 
slavery,  roots  of  racism,  and  the 
evolution  of  the  connotations  of 
words  like  race  and  slavery.  It 
was  a stimulating  lecture  that 
probed  question  after  question 
from  students  in  the  Q-and-A 
session  that  followed  her  speech. 
Painter  herself  commented  on 
the  onslaught  of  student 


questions,  as  she  joked  and  said. 
This  is  the  toughest  audience 
I've  ever  had."  In  addition  to 
Loyola  students,  the  event  drew 
in  a large  number  of  adults,  both 
from  the  Loyola  community  and 
beyond,  all  who  attended  to  hear 
Painter  speak. 

Keeping  with  the  man 
whom  this  day  in  January 
honors.  Painter  referenced 
Martin  Luther  King  when  she 
discussed  material  poverty,  an 
issue  which  King  once  called  a 
national  disgrace.  She  declared 
that  were  King  here  today,  "he 
would  challenge  us  to  continue 
to  work  against  poverty." 
Bringing  people  from  the  Loyola 
community  and  neighboring 
communities  together  in  a 
discussion  on  race  and  equality, 
the  event  was  a powerful 
reminder  that  King's  words 
resonate  today,  43  years  after  his 
death.

classroom  walls.  Although 
occasionally  pieces  make  their 
way  into  the  display  cases  near 
McManus,  for  three  weeks  in  the 
spring,  the  art  and  photography 
of  students  grace  the  walls  of  the 
Julio  Arts  Gallery.  April  14,  2011, 
was  the  opening  for  the  Annual 
Student  Exhibition,  when 
students,  staff,  and  community 
members  gathered  to  observe  the 
work.  Pieces  included  digital 
photography  portraits,  collaged 
boxes  and  shrines,  3-D  clay 
pieces,  and  screen  and 
lithographic  prints.

Being  a Loyola  event,  it 
could  not  happen  without  some 
sort  of  social  justice  element. 
When  sophomore  Christine 
Carioli  wanted  to  help  the 
Japanese  earthquake  victims,  she 
had  the  idea  of,  along  with  her 
classmates,  selling  extra  prints 
from  her  printmaking  class  with 
Professor  Janet  Maher  and 
donating  the  profits  to  relief 
efforts.  The  only  thing  the 
Japanese  people  asked  is  that  no 
one  depicts  them  as  sad," 
Christine  said.  With  that,  the 
printmaking  class  embarked  on  a 
project  to  create  uplifting  prints 
and  sell  some  of  their  extras 
during  the  course  of  the  show. 

Student  work  expanded 
beyond  the  three-week  exhibit  in 


Julio  Arts  Galley.  Seniors  Alex 
Fricchione  and  Ashley  Twaddell 
each  exhibited  senior  thesis  work 
in  shows  of  their  own  in  May. 
Fricchione  researched  arch- 
itecture and  graffiti  in  the  United 
States  to  create  original  digital 
collages.

As  a field,  we  are  so 
diverse,  there  is  constantly  new 
literature  that  is  up-and-coming 
and  new  techniques  and 
methodologies.  I also  really  love 
working  with  children  and  the 
complexity  of  various  disorders 
and  syndromes. 

What  is  your  advice  to  students 
who  want  to  pursue  a career  in 
speech  pathology? 

My  advice  is  to  study  hard, 
apply  yourself,  and  think 
critically.  Don't  view  assign- 
ments as  just  that,  but  as  an 
endeavor  for  learning.  Every- 
thing you  learn  as  an  undergrad 
has  an  impact  on  what  you  learn 


in  graduate  school  and  in  the 
profession.  So  many  students  are 
confused  why  there  is  so  much 
emphasis  placed  on  typically 
developing  speech  and  language 
systems,  without  realizing  that  if 
they  don't  understand  "typical," 
then  they  cannot  understand 
what  is  "atypical." 

Are  you  currently  doing  any 
research? 

1 am  always  pursuing 
research  ideas  and  love  to  involve 
students  as  much  as  possible.  I 
am  working  on  a revision  of  one 
of  my  most  recent  textbooks,  but 
also  engaging  in  research  about 
executive  functioning  in  children 
with  language  disorders  and 
attention  deficit  disorders.  This 
area  is  not  heavily  researched, 
and  1 am  hoping  to  begin 
exploring  some  avenues  that 
have  not  been  researched. 


Why  did  you  decide  to  leave 
private  practice  for  teaching? 

1 didn't  really  decide  to 
leave,  1 was  finishing  my 
doctorate  when  one  of  my 
advisors  noticed  that  Loyola  was 
hiring  in  my  department  and 
suggested  1 interview.  1 wasn't 
interested  at  all,  but  had  great 
respect  for  my  mentor.  Well,  the 
rest  is  history!  I loved  Loyola  and 
here  1 am  20  years  later.

Speech-Language  Pathology/Audiology 

Loyola's  undergraduate  program  provides  coursework  as  well  as  clinical  exposure.  The 
program  builds  an  academic  foundation  by  enrolling  first-year  students  in  courses  that  discuss 
normal  and  disordered  communication.  This  knowledge  is  built  upon  in  the  following  years 
through  classes  addressing  anatomical  structures  and  functions  as  well  as  the  typical  and 
normal  development  of  speech  and  hearing.

What  do  you  believe  to  be  the 
highlights  of  your  business  career 
thus  far? 

One  of  my  greatest 

professional  challenges  came  early 
on  as  I met  with  my  employer's 
executive  management  team  to 
introduce  the  concept  of  brand  and 
position  it  as  a clear  strategic 

imperative.  As  I stood  in  the  front 
of  this  room  full  of  blank  stares,  I 
eagerly  presented  brand  as  a way 
businesses  have  successfully 
differentiated— especially  those  that 
focus  on  commodity  products.  Salt 
is  no  longer  just  salt,  it  is  Morton's 
salt;  sugar  is  not  just  sugar,  it  is 
Domino's  sugar;  and  coffee  is 

absolutely  not  coffee,  it  is 

Starbucks,  Dunkin',  Caribou,  or 
Seattle's  Best...  Consumers  are 
looking  to  go  beyond  the  product;  it 
is  no  longer  about  what  consumers 
think,  it  is  about  how  they  feel.  And 
that  is  when  it  happened — that  deer 
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in  the  headlights  look.  This 
conversation  shook  up  their  world 
because  now  they  understood  that 
purchase  decisions  are  not  entirely 
rational  ones,  but  emotional  ones 
that  are  all  about  the  experience. 
From  that  point  on,  brand  became 
the  center  of  the  corporate  culture. 

How  has  your  experience  in 
marketing  inspired  you  to  teach 
students? 

That  I should  spend  the  vast 
majority  of  my  professional  career 
marketing  financial  services  seems 
like  destiny.  However,  the  most 
meaningful  aspect  of  all  my 
positions  involved  sharing  new 
information  with  my  colleagues  and 


coaching  my  employees.  Influencing 
the  career  of  many  successful  young 
people  has  been  an  exceptionally 
rewarding  professional  experience.

What  do  you  enjoy  most  about 
teaching  communication  at  Loyola? 

Communication  is  one  of  the 
few  majors  in  which  students  can 
actually  get  jobs  after  they  graduate. 
Most  of  mv  students  are  getting  jobs 
in  social  media,  and  this  is  where  the 
"action"  is  in  the  communication 
industry  that  is  going  through  a bit 
of  a revolution.  What  is  most 
important  is  that  if  you  are  25  or  26 
years  old,  you  are  so  two  thousand 
and  late,  as  the  Black  Eyed  Peas  say. 
In  order  to  be  current  you  have  to  be 


in  college  now,  experimenting  with 
new  media  as  they  emerge.  That's 
the  added  value  our  students  offer 
employers.  I think  it  is  an  incredibly 
excitiiag  time  to  be  entering  the 
field,  and  I'm  equally  excited  to 
continue  to  learn  about  new  and 
emerging  media. 

What  changes  have  you  seen  in 
advertising  since  you  began  teaching? 

Oh  my,  you  don't  have  enough 
space  for  me  to  fully  respond  to  that 
question.  When  I first  started 
teaching,  you  needed  a t-square  and 
triangles  along  with  rub-on  letters — 
yes,  I said  rub-on — in  order  to  create 
advertising  layouts.  You  couldn't 
print  out  materials,  but  had  to  have 


access — which  we  didn't — to  pre- 
press printing  technology  in  order 
to  pull  proofs,  as  they  were  called. 
Audio  and  video  were  on  tape,  not 
digitally  recorded.  And,  we  really 
used  film.  Editing  was  a physical 
process.  In  order  to  edit,  you 
literally  cut  the  audiotape  or  film 
and  taped  it  back  together.  Those 
days  really  do  seem  like  the  dark 
ages.  Today,  I edit  video  like  I use  a 
word  processor:  cut,  copy,  and 
paste.  Voila.  So,  computers  and 
associated  software  have  changed 
everything.  I think  we  are  all  much 
better  for  it.

I remember  playing  with 
my  father's  camera  as  a very 
young  boy.  Even  before  I realized 
that  1 could  use  it  to  make 
images,  1 liked  turning  the  dial 
and  pushing  the  buttons.  I 
particularly  liked  firing  off  the 
flash  bulbs  because  they  popped, 
made  a blinding  light,  and  got 
hot.  When  1 finally  got  around  to 
putting  film  in  the  camera,  every 
picture  was  a different 
experiment.  Only  a couple  of 
images  worked,  but  that  was 
enough.  I was  hooked.  After  that 
1 took  photos  about  every 
opportunity  1 could  find:  I 
photographed  concerts,  sports, 
for  my  high  school  yearbook 
and  newspaper.  1 set  up  a 


darkroom  in  my  house  when  1 
was  15  years  old. 

What  do  you  enjoy  most  about 
being  behind  the  camera? 

1 love  everything  about 
photography  but  1 try  not  to 
think  about  it  too  much  when 
I'm  behind  the  camera.  My  styles 
and  interests  have  changed  over 
the  years,  but  when  I was  taking 
street  photographs  I would  love 
to  get  lost  in  the  city  and  not 
think  about  where  I was,  but 
simply  react  to  my  surroundings 
—letting  the  light,  situation,  and 
environment  move  through  me 
and  into  the  camera.  Now  I'm 
working  with  a 19th-century, 
process-intensive  kind  of 
photography,  making  tintype 
photographs  that  require  a large 
camera,  meticulous  attention  to 
detail,  and  slow  exposures.  It  can 
take  an  hour  to  make  a single 


photograph.  The  process  is  very  ; 
different,  but  I still  try  to  lose 
myself  and  stay  open  to  the  ever-  j 
changing  environment.  :i

My  subjects  and  interests  , 
have  changed  over  time.

Why  did  you  decide  to  move  to 
the  U.S.? 

I lived  in  a very  small 
fishing  village  in  Japan  where 
our  lifestyle  was  completely 
dependent  on  healthy 
ecosystems.  It  was  my  daily 
chore  growing  up  to  gather 
edible  plants  and  mushrooms 
from  the  surrounding  landscape 
to  incorporate  into  our  diet.  I left 
for  China  after  high  school  and 
studied  medical  massage  and  tai 
chi,  which  in  China  is  used  for 
both  self-defense  and  as  a 
treatment  for  chronic  health 
issues.  After  two  years  away 
from  Japan  I returned  home  to 
find  that  the  environment  my 
village  depended  on  had  been 
completely  degraded.  The 


hunter-gatherer  and  fishing 
lifestvle  we  used  to  survive  had 
been  lost  due  to  industrialization. 
All  of  the  chemicals  from  big 
factories  had  polluted  our 
ecosystem,  making  it  impossible 
to  live  off  of.  1 tried  to  stop  the 
government  from  continuing  to 
build  but  could  not  make  an 
impact.  I decided  to  go  to  the 
U.S.  and  establish  myself  as  a 
professor  so  that  when  1 return  to 
Japan,  hopefully  the  government 
will  listen  to  my  suggestions  and 
the  environment  can  be 
rehabilitated. 

What  kind  of  research  are  you 
currently  involved  in? 

Right  now  I am  studying 
growth  patterns  and  the  effect  of 
the  environment  on  these 
patterns.  A turtle  has  a series  of 
growth  rings,  with  one  being 
added  every  year.  I am  looking 
into  whether  or  not  climate 
variability  influences  the  growth 


patterns  of  turtles  or  other 
species.  Scientists  studying  tree 
rings  have  established  a 
technique  to  assign  an  exact 
calendar  year  to  each  growth 
ring  on  a tree;  this  gives  precise 
data  to  assess  how  turtles  and 
other  species  respond  to  climate 
change.  No  one  has  applied  this 
technique  to  turtles  but  if  it 
works  it  will  greatly  increase  our 
understanding. 

What  suggestions  do  you  have 
for  students  looking  to  succeed 
in  the  field  of  biology? 

I wasn't  good  at  science  in 
high  school.  I had  C's  in  biology 
classes  and  was  really  bad  at 
chemistry  and  physics.  I just  had 
to  keep  positive  and  be  confident 
in  myself.  Your  job  in  college  is 
to  learn  and  build  your  skills  and 
you  must  take  that  very 
seriously.  You  must  be  persistent 
and  keep  trying.  If  I can  do  it, 
you  can  do  it.

From  hands-on  laboratory  work  to  research  opportunities  and  a challenging  course  load, 
students  in  the  biology  program  at  Loyola  will  find  themselves  prepared  for  entry  into  graduate 
school  or  a career  in  the  field.

loyola  for  congo  women 


oyola  for  Congo  Women 
is  continuing  to  bring  awareness 
to  the  Loyola  community  of  the 
brutal  war  in  the  Democratic 
Republic  of  the  Congo  (DRC), 
which  has  ravaged  the  lives  of 
millions  of  civilians.  Since  1998, 
over  5.4  million  people  have 
died,  many  of  them  under  the 
age  of  5.  The  United  Nations 
says  the  war  in  the  DRC  is  the 
deadliest  conflict  since  World 
War  II.  Jan  Egeland,  the  U.N. 
Undersecretary  for  Human- 
itarian Affairs  and  Emergency 
Relief,  noted  that  the  Congo  is 
the  "killing  field  of  our 
generation."  Yet  hardly  any 
coverage  is  given  to  the  Congo, 
despite  the  uncountable  number 
of  casualties  that  have  occurred. 
Tens  of  thousands  of  women  and 
girls  have  been  systematically 
kidnapped,  raped,  mutilated, 
and  tortured  by  the  Congolese 
army  and  soldiers  from  foreign 


militias.  Additionally,  Congo  is 
being  looted  of  its  natural 
resources  and  minerals,  such  as 
coltan,  which  is  an  essential 
component  in  the  production  of 
many  electronic  devices.  This 
scramble  for  resources  has  fueled 
the  war  in  the  DRC. 

Loyola  for  Congo  Women, 
founded  in  2006,  is  a group  of 
students,  administrators,  staff, 
and  faculty  dedicated  to  raising 
awareness  of  the  issues  in  Congo 
and  fundraising  to  sponsor 
women  in  the  Congo  through 
Women  for  Women 

International.  We  are  also 
working  together  with  a 
campaign  called  Falling  Whistles, 
which  started  when  it  was 
discovered  that  child  soldiers  in 
the  DRC  who  are  too  small  to 
carry  guns  are  sent  to  the  front 
lines  of  the  war  armed  with  only 
a whistle.  One-hundred  percent 
of  Falling  Whistles  proceeds  help 
to  rehabilitate  and  advocate  for 
war-affected  children  in  the 
Congo.

RUNNING  OVER  OPEN  TERRAIN,  THE 
CROSS  COUNTRY  TEAM  WORKS  TO

2010  Loyola 
University  cross  country  team 
spent  their  summer  and  fall 
seasons  pounding  the  streets  in 
the  hopes  of  "putting  Loyola  on 
the  map"  and  shocking  the 
cross  country  world  with  a 
vicious  team. 

On  the  women's  side,  the 
Greyhounds'  preeminent  goal 
was  to  race  as  a tight  pack,  a 
difficult  tactic  that  ensures  a 
lower  score  and  a superior 
team  finish.  They  placed  third 
at  the  MAAC  Championships, 
the  team's  strongest  finish 
since  2007.  Their  14th-place 
finish  at  the  highly  competitive 
Regional  Meet,  which  is 
flooded  with  nationally  ranked 
runners,  indicated  that  their 
hard  work  and  determination 
paid  off. 


On  the  men's  side, 
the  Greyhounds  had  a 
significantly  strong  group  of 
runners,  all  of  whom  posted  a 
personal  best  at  least  once 
during  the  season.  Their 
improvement  from  last  year  in 
running  together  and  trusting 
each  other  allowed  them  to 
start  and  end  the  season  with 
strength  and  endurance. 

The  Greyhounds'  will- 
power to  lace  up  their  sneakers 
and  hit  the  roads  nearly  every 
day  since  May  is  something 
that  should  not  be  disregarded.

Tiding  a

Kid-centric  television  channels  such  as 
Cartoon  Network  stepped  up  to  the  plate 
in  the  fight  against  bullying.  They  launched 
their  own  campaign  to  encourage  kids  to 
speak  up  and  to  ultimately  get  their  schools 
involved  in  anti-bullying  programs.

Thousands 
of  birds  and  dozens  of  turtles  and  dolphins 
perished.  In 

addition  to  the  casualties  and  the  damage 
to  wildlife,  there  are  numerous  other 
long-term  effects.  Human  health  issues 
included  increased  risk  of  cancer  and 
other  ailments,  as  well  as  escalated  stress. 
Two  of  the  region's  other  major  industries 
(tourism  and  seafood)  were  shut  down 
immediately  and  suffered  lasting  losses. 
Louisiana  traditionally  contributed  a third 
of  the  nation's  shrimp,  oysters,  crab  and 
crawdads  and,  despite  massive  marketing 
campaigns,  hotels  and  resorts  on  the 
gulf  shore  suffered  decreased  occupancy 
throughout  the  summer. 


Mexico,  Norway,  Canada 
and  the  Netherlands 
all  donated  equipment 
(such  as  the  water-  ; 
skimming  system  on  the ' 
right)  to  aid  in  the 
clean-up  efforts.

The  top-ranked  Auburn  Tigers  defeated 
the  No.  2 Oregon  Ducks  22-19  in  the  BCS 
Championship  game  in  Glendale,  AZ  as 
the  2010-11  season  wrapped  up.  Auburn 
quarterback  and  Heisman  Trophy  winner 
Cam  Newton  threw  for  256  yards  and 
rushed  for  another  64,  accounting  for 
two  touchdowns.
